The First Canadian Coin Auction Sale 
[DYK #97] 


? .. that what is considered to be the first Canadian coin sale held at auction was the collection of a tobacco- 
nist from Montreal? 


James Rattray (1802-1865) set up as a tobacconist on Notre-Dame 
Street in Montreal at an early age. He operated this business until his 
death in June of 1865. The firm of J Rattray & Co. continued on as late 
as 1910. 


Well known Montreal numismatist Warren Baker considers Rattray to be 
Canada’s first organized collector. R.W. McLachlan commented on the 
“great enthusiasm” that this first sale had created in the city of Montreal. 
A few of the great collectors of the time such as Wm Hall, Gerald Hart 
and L.F.G. Baby were among those that participated in the sale. 


The sale took place on November 2 and 3, 1865 at the subscribers 
auction rooms on St. Francois Xavier Street in Montreal, Quebec. The 
auctioneer was John J. Arnton. The sale consisted of a total of 490 lots of 
which 457 were numismatic. The sale realized £72/15s/6d being : : = 
approximately $291.10 Canadian.

shilling equal to 20 cents. 


The Rattray collection consisted of Colonial copper coins, copper, silver and gold coins of England, copper coins of the 
United States, foreign copper coins, silver coins of Scotland and Ireland, silver coins of the British Colonies, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Italy, Turkey, Greece Poland and Germany along with Cobb money, Roman Imperial silver and bronze coins as well 
as some miscellaneous antique coins and medals. Closing the sale were several lots of books consisting of about 150

Bradford Exchange “O’Canada” 


How many received a Bradford Exchange marketing pamphlet, letter and card in the mail? Now at first | thought this may be 
interesting to the Canadian Centennial Collector's Club members, as the obverse of each medallion features Canada’s flag 
unfurled above the year of Confederation (1867), with a flock of Canadian geese flying overhead and the motto “From sea to 
Sea” (in its original Latin) along the bottom. But here’s the thing, in reading closely | discovered each of the 8 medallions in 
the set costs $59.99 plus $12.99 for shipping and when you have finished the third medal of the 8 medal subscription, you 
receive a “free” velvet-line wooden display box. So that means you are paying $593.84 for this set of which there will be only 
4,999 complete sets ever made. But here’s the thing, these medallions are “1.5 inches (3.8cm) diameter each and a com- 
bination of “silver plating with gold-toned detailing.” But what is the base metal — likely cupro-nickel or bonded steel, alt- 
hough it’s never mentioned in the paperwork. Now the medallions are attractive, but hardly worth this cost—not even an 
ounce of silver in each medallion! The 8 medallions shipped in this order are: The Maple Leaf—O’Canada, RCMP*GRC, Birth- 
place of Hockey, Nature and Wildlife, The Bluenose, Inuksuk, The Rockies, and Victory of Vimy Ridge. They also issue a Can- 
ada 150 subscription set recognizing each province with colouring on each coin. Can’t imagine you could ever resell either 
set for even 25% of the original cost!
